My dear President Falconer:- 

I remember that, on that pleasant occasion when I had the 
privilege of seeing something of you in Philadelphia, you spoke to 
me of the need of your Department of German for a new man or two. 
I believe your statement was that you needed a new head of the De- 
partment of German. I appreciate that the young man concerning whom 
I wish to write to you is probably too young to be the immediate head 
of such a department. He is, however, of so very excellent a quality 
that I think it is warranted that I call your attention to him. 

The man in question is Theodore Brown Hewitt, son of our 
elderly Professor Hewitt, now emeritus, who was for many years Gare 
field Professor of the Ancient Languages at Williams. Theodore was 


graduated with the degree of Bachelor of Arts at Yale in 1902. He 


received a dissertation appointment at graduation and is reported by 
the authorities to have been somewhere in the first third of the class. 
After graduation, he went directly to the Mount Pleasant Academy, 
Ossining, N.Y., where he served as teacher for two years. Then he 

was in similar service at Lawrenceville for two years, which period 

he followed with two years of graduate study of German in the Harvard 
Graduate School. At the end of the first of these two years he re-« 
ceived the degree of Master of Arts from Harvard. The next year was 


spent in the teaching of German at Phillips Academy, Andover, Mass.

Since 1909 he has been an instructor in the Department of German here 
at Wijliame. 

During all this period he has conducted a heavy schedule of 
regular classroom work in German with a very remarkable degree of 
success. I am familiar with the reputations which our instructors 
have among the undergraduates and have been very much impressed con= 
stantly by the feeling which the boys have for Hewitt. They frequently 
speak to me of him and always with enthusiasm. They tell me that he 
has the rare capacity of causing a heavy amount of efficient work on 
the part of his boys with the most kindly feeling toward the task. I 
have told Hewitt two or three times that he was the one instructor here 

of late years concerning whom I heard consistently the most enthusiastic 
reports. 

That Hewitt should have continued seven years as an instructor 
rather than with promotion at some early stage to the rank of assistant 
professor is due, I know,to the financial shortage in the budget of the 
college rather than to any lack of desert on his part. 

He has published a little book entitled "Practical German 
Composition", which is already in use at Yale, Smith, Toronto, and 
many other colleges, according to the statements of the publishers. 

A second edition is announced at this time. 

Should you desire a man for an assistant professorship with 

the expectation that he will prove worthy of a full chair as soon as 


you know him well, I most heartily recommend this young man. 


Dr. Stearns, Headmaster of Phillips Academy, told me soon 
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after Hewitt came to us that he lamented his loss peculiarly be- 
cause of the rare capacity which Hewitt showed at Andover for 
keeping harmony and happiness among the instructors. The same 
tendency has been shown here throughout his stay. He has a rare 
gift of refinement, courtesy, and kindliness which seem in this 
case to be accompanied by a great deal of quiet force and reserve 
strength. 

I understand that Williams will very gladly retain Hewitt 
as long as it is able so to do, but it is my own feeling that the 
possibilities which the college is affording him are not so large 
by any means as he deserves and that it is, therefore, proper or 
at least permissible for one of us to call the attention of other 
institutions to him. 

I feel that the European tide of which we spoke often 
at Philadelphia is gradually turning still more in the direction 
where we want so much to see it go far.

Mr. PoprLestone has been in charge of this subject and 
he has had the courage to change entirely the objective 
previously contemplated. His aim is no less a one than 
that his pupils shall be able to go to French-speaking countries 
and speak and understand French. I accompanied Mr. 
PopPpLESTONE while he examined, orally, Forms III, IV, 
V and VI. He conducted the proceedings in French. With 
the elder pupils he speaks very rapidly—twice as fast as, 
say, people in the Flemish provinces of Belgium, and there- 
fore is twice as difficult to follow. A boy in Form IV, 
twelve years of age, who has never been in France, stood up 
and described a picture on the wall in French with a success 
which struck me very much indeed. The written work 
in Forms IJ, III and IV has the same objective, and the 
compositions on ‘Le Petit Georges’, the picture on the 
wall, and ‘La Neige’ showed the facility already attained 
by the pupils in expressing themselves in French. The 
written work in Forms V and VI aims at adding to their 
readiness, grammatical accuracy, upon which the teacher 
sets no small store, despite his determination to make his 
pupils conversationalists.
